Thank yoti for your assistance in figuring out a way that Addison County could safely 
remunerate our Rural Grant Prosecutor. WomenSafe wrote this grant on behalf of our 
domestic violence task force (The Addison County Council Against Domestic and Sexual 
Violence [COuncil]) that includes funding for this Council, WomenSafe, and the State's 
Attorney Office. The grant comes from the Federal Office on Violence Against Women 
(OVW), and is entitled the Domestic Violence, Sexual Assault, Dating Violence, and Child 
Sexual Abuse Rural Grant (Rural Grant). The goals of the grant as approved by OVW are 
three-fold: 

1) To increase the capacity of advocacy services and outreach, education provided by 
WomenSafe, 

2) To expand the capacity and outreach of the Council through the funding of a Council 
Coordinator, and 

, 3) To hold more perpetrators accountable for their violence and increasing the capacity 
of the investigative process through the funding of a domestic violence, sexual 
assault, dating violence, and child sexual abuse dedicated prosecutor. 

a. Rural Grant funded prosecutor position is funded at 20-hours per week. 
b. 48 weeks (assuming a March I, 2009 acceptance date) at $30.77 per hour = 

$29,539, plus FICA at 7.65% ($31,799). 
c. Grant, once accepted by the Administration and the Joint Fiscal Committee, 

will run from the acceptance date through approximately January 31; 2010. 

I am requesting that the Department of the State's Attorney be the sub-grantee for paying this 
prosecutor with Rural Grant funds. I am amenable to finding the best method for the 
distribution of funds that will minimize the work of your office and WomenSafe once the 
approval process is completed.
